(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To obtain the subject 

composition which is free from the deterioration of JL 
palatability due to the odor of a solvent, can improve the ff ^ 

refrigerant of 1 -menthol and can reinforce the smell and 
taste of the perfume itself by adding the 1 -menthol and a 
specific ester compound. 

SOLUTION: This perfume composition for oral cavities 

comprises (A) 1 -menthol preferably in an amount of 30-80 CH=CHCU0t 4 
wt.% based on the total amount of the composition, (B) one v£^S Tf 

or more compounds selected from a compound of the 
formula: R1COOR2 and compounds of formulas I, II and III 
(R1 is H, a 1-1 0C alkyl or the like; R2 is a 1-6C alkyl or an 
alkenyl; R3 to R5 are each a 1-1 0C hydrocarbon) (for 
example, methyl formate or methyl benzoate), and 
preferably further (C) ethanol. The components A and B are 
preferably compounded in a weight ratio of 1:0.002 to 1:0.1. 
The perfume composition for oral cavities may preferably be 
added to compositions for oral cavities. The compositions 
for oral cavities include oral cavity cosmetics such as 

dentifrice, oral refrigerants, and mouthwashes, foods such as chewing gums, candies and troches, 
oral medicines, and the like.

It is a perfume constituent for the oral cavities containing one or more sorts of a compound expressed 
with (Rl shows the alkyl or the alkenyl radical of a hydrogen atom or carbon numbers 1-10 among a 
formula, R2 shows the alkyl or the alkenyl radical of carbon numbers 1-6, and R3, R4, and R5 show the 
hydrocarbon group of carbon numbers 1-10).
